Some persons find it extremely dif- 


cticult to sleep while traveling. In 
fact, they become exceedingly ill while 
riding, on trains in the day-time, such 
train sickness being, apparently asso- 
ciated with disturbances, of vision and 
of the mechanism in the internal ear. 


For many years there was a super- 


stition that one sleeps better with the 
head toward the north because .of the 
magnetic fields. Charles Dickens al- 
ways slept with his head toward the 
north! 


There are also persons who feel that 


they sleep better: with- the head-; point- 
ed toward the east. But it should not 
ordinarily make the slightest differ- 
' ence whether you sleep With your 
head toward the north, south, east or 
west. 


When traveling in a moving vehicle, 


your eyes are directed- fbrWard. You 
become accustomed to the type of vis- 
ual changes or sensations associated 
with approaching an object. 


For this reason you' may develop 


dizziness, nausea, or vomiting-if you 
kefep'your ej'es open when riaing on 
any fast-moving conveyance.-- These 
disturbances are not usually produced 
if your eyes< are kept' closed when 
riding backward, or if your vision is 
fixed on some object in the frain it- 
self, such a lighting fixture or anoth- 
er 'passenger. 


Although some attempts have been 


made t& gather evidence on the sub- 
ject, there does not seem to be any 
evidence that a person sleeps better 
or more comfortably in a train with 
the head in the direction of motion. 


A competent physiologist has said 


that tHe olny possible influence on 
the body by the position of the head 
in a moving conveyance would be 
the .action of gravity, 
or 
tension 


brought about on the organs of the 
body, but most traveling speeds are 
insufficient to have any appreciable 
effect in this regard. 


In European countries passengers 


ride sidewise in sleeping cars, and in 
the modern .room cars in this coun- 
try, you also ride lying across the car. 


Means have been- developed for test- 


ing the soundness. of sleep, but such 
tests have not yet been made on per- 
sons traveling in. trains and sleping in 
various positions. It seems quite cer- 
tain that other factors may be more 
important in relationship to rest—for 
example, the thickness of the mat- 
tress, the number of stops made by 
the train, the ability of the engineer 
to stop without jerking, and the ven- 
tilation. 


Many persons sleep better 
when 


they use a section with a double rnat- 
tresa and plenty of ventilation than 
they do in either an upper or lower 
berth. 


It is also well known that the mind 


has much to1 do with the ability to 
sleep under varying conidtions. 
If 


you are in the habit of sleeping with 
your head in a fixed position, and if 
you Believe that you cannot sleep 
with your head in any other direction, 
any attempt to modify your position 
will cause you enough worry to pre- 
vent your sleeping soundly.

But Banks' Decline 


Federal Advances in 1934 


Nearly 3 Billions Great- 


er Than in 1933 


WASHINGTON—(#>)—Figures from 


the principal lending agencies of the 
federal government disclosed Tuesday 
that it loaned 52,907,000,000 more in 
1934 than in 1933. 


This increase was emphasized by a 


report of the Federal Reserve System 
showing 
its member banks 
loaned 


?800,000,00 less in 1934 than the year 
jefore. 


Another important factor in consid- 


ering government lending figures was 
he low ebb to which capital security 
ssucs dropped during 1934. Only in 
recent weeks has the Securities Com- 
mission noted an appreciable break in 
apilal market offerings, with Swift 
It Co. of, Chicago apparently start,-, 
ng.the trend with, a large refunding 
rand issue. New registration of issues 
or the month of March now approach 
200,000,000. 
It was into the long-term capital 


oan market that most of the federal 
noney flowed as compared with the 
hort-term loans which make up the 
greatest volume of commercial bank 
dvances.

When that 
imc comes, the whole credit struc- 
urc will have to face the problem of 
low to deal with the accumulated 
fovernment debt. It is a gloomy out- 
ook, indeed." 
1*he newspaper's deductions- seem to 
onfirm (he maximum that dictators 
ilways seek diversions abroad so as to 
hide trouble at home, hence, perhaps, 
Reichsfuhrer Adolf Hitler's choice of 
this particular moment to brave thc 
world's anger by restoring military 
conscription. 


The newspaper says that prices are 


rising in Germany despite the drop in 
world gold prices, and to prevent a 
rise in the .cost of living the govern- 
ment has taken over control of indus- 
try to an increasing extent. Private 
initiative .has been nearly destroyed. 


What improvements have been made 


under Hitler, says the newspaper, were 
confined mostly to heavy industry 
which has been aided by armaments 
expenditures.
